Tuition  fees  for  PUCC  students 
may  be  increased  in  the  fall  of 
1975  unless  the  Indiana  General 

Free  lot  to 
move  again 

If  you  think  that  walk  from  the 
free  parking  area  is  long  now  — 
just  wait. 

Construction  of  yet  another 
parking  lot  is  scheduled  to  begin 
sometime  in  the  summer  of  this 
year.  At  the  present,  the  location 
being  considered  is  south  of  the 
existing  free  lot  off  173rd  street. 
This  lot  will  then  become  a  paid 
lot. 

According  to  Gary  Newsom, 
Vice-Chancellor  for 
Administriative  Affairs,  the  new 
lot  is  needed  for  several  reasons. 

“There  are  more  community 
programs  and  activities  being 
held  at  PUCC.  And  beginning  in 
July  of  1976,  we  will  also  be 
involved  a  great  deal  in 
Bicenntenial  activities. 

“As  of  now  there  just  aren't 
enough  facilities  for  the  public  to 
park." 

Another  reason  for  the  lot  is 
that  student  enrollment  is 
expected  to  increase  greatly 
during  the  1975-76  school  year. 

The  estimated  cost  for  the  lot  is 
$47,860  which  will  be  funded  by 
the  Extension  and  Improvement 
of  Parking  facilities  for  the  public 
to  park." 

There  is  still  some  debate  as  to 
the  location  of  the  lot.  Some 
members  of  the  Parking  Policy 
Advisory  Committee  feel  that  to 
relieve  the  massive  parking  jam 
in  the  North  Lot,  the  new  lot 
should  be  constructed  nearer  to 
169th  Street. 

The  distance  to  various 
buildings  on  campus  may  be  a 
factor  in  the  decision. 

A  walk  from  the  area  south  of 
the  present  free  lot  to  the 
Anderson  Building  would  take 
approximately  ten  minutes. 

However,  on  many  larger 
university  campuses  there  is 
frequently  a  15  to  30  minute  walk 
between  buildings. 

The  location  of  the  new  lot  will 
undergo  further  study  by  the 
Parking  Policy  Advisory 
Committee.  Anystudent  with  an 
opinion  on  the  matter  is  invited  to 
voice  it  to  Gary  Newsom  —  0-350 
or  Larry  Beck,  Department  of 
Buildings  and  Grounds.

money  is  expected  to  come  in  the 
form  of  a  $12.7  million 
appropriation  from  the  state 
legislature  and  the  expected 
student  fee  income  of  $4.4  million. 

However,  if  the  legislators  vote 
against  the  appropriation,  the 
only  two  courses  open  to  PUCC 
are  to  increase  tuition  fees  or 
severely  cut  the  educationa 
program. 

"We  certainly  do  not  want  to 
raise  student  fees,"  said  Combs, 
"but  neither  do  we  want  to  re¬ 
duce  the  quality  of  education 
here." 

Without  the  appropriation  and 
fee  increase,  PUCC  would  have 
fewer  instructors  and, 
consequently,  fewer  but  larger 
classes.  There  would  also  be  less 
money  to  fund  laboratory 
equipment  maintenance,  library 
development,  and  computer 
capability. 

According  to  Combs,  the 
proposed  PUCC  budget  was 
studied  by  the  Indiana 
Commission  on  Higher  Education 
(ICHE).  The  commission  felt 
that  the  requests  were  somewhat 
high  and  recommended  the 
budget  figures  be  trimmed

Jeffrey  A.  Riddle,  co¬ 
chairperson  of  the  Student 
Activities  Bureau,  has  resigned 
from  office,  effective 
immediately. 

The  action  came,  according  to 
Riddle,  because  of  the  continuing 
interference  of  Association  Dean 
of  Students  Cheralyn  Odelius  into 
the  affiars  of  the  S.  A.B. 

Riddle  announced  his 
resignation  on  Friday,  January 
24,  immediately  after  he  met  with 
Dean  of  Students  Leonard 
Perkins,  S.A.B.  co-chairperson 
Carol  Soden,  secretary  Marcy 
Scatena,  and  treasurer  Manuel 
Vega. 

According  to  Carol  Soden,  all  of 
the  officers  resigned  because  of 
Ms.  Odelius.  After  their  meeting 
with  Dean  Perkins,  however, 
Carol  Soden,  Marcy  Scatena,  and 
Manuel  Vega  agreed  to  withhold 
their  resignations  until,  a  later 
date. 

According  to  Manny  Vega,  the 
resignations  came  because  of 
"Ms.  Odelius'  inability  to  work 
with  the  S.A.B.  and  her 


considerably. 

The  new  budget  was  then 
examined  by  the  State  Budget 
Committee  which  felt  the  ICHE 
was  too  generous  and  trimmed 
the  budget  even  more. 

Combs  said  that  the  legislature 
will  probably  not  get  around  to 
voting  on  the  appropriation  until 
late  April  or  early  March 

.In  the  meantime,  he  and  other 
Purdue  administrators  will 
frequently  be  meeting  with 
legislators  to  keep  them  informed 
of  the  needs  cf  this  campus.  He 
will  be  in  Indianapolis  on 
February  25  to  meet  with  the 
House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  to  discuss  the  Purdue 
budget. 

Combs  feels  that  since  the 
students  will  be  the  ones  to  suffer 
if  the  appropriation  is  not 
granted,  they  might  take  some 
initiative  in  pursuading  their 
representatives. 

"I  don't  think  its  time  yet  for  a 
mass  student  expedition  to 
Indianapolis,"  he  said,  "but  since 
more  of  our  students  are  of  voting 
age,  a  letter  to  their 
representatives  can't  hurt.  In 
fact,  it  may  help — a  lot."

Library  services  from  Purdue 
Lafayette  Library  are  still 
available  to  Purdue  Calumet 
students  and  faculty  according  to 
Bernard  Holicky,  Director  of 
Library  Services  at  Purdue 
Calumet.

Lafayette  are  purchased  by 
Purdue  Calumet  Library  on  a 
yearly  basis  through  the 
Regional  Campus  Libraries  Loan 
Offices  said  Holicky.  These 

offices  were  nor  eliminated  when 
autonomy  was  granted,  Holicky 
said. 

"The  Interlibrary  loan  service 
with  Lafayette  allows  our  faculty 
and  students  to  obtain  books  and 
Xerox  material  from  the 
Lafayette  library,"  said  Holicky. 

"A  comparable  college  with 
3,600  students  would  not  have 
such  resources  available  for 
undergraduate  students,"  he 
said.

1,326  photocopy  transactions 
during  that  time,  Ms  Corey  said.

The  three  credit  summer 
workshop,  "Ecology  of  Natural 
Areas,"  is  again  being  offered  by 
PUCC  from  May  26  through  July 
3,  1975. 

The  course  will  include  a  field 
trip  to  the  most  primitive  area  in 
Quetico  Provincial  Park, 
Ontario,  Canada,  where  students 
will  experience  nature  in  its 
beauty  as  well  as  realize  the 
value  and  importance  of 
maintaining  natural  areas. 

The  course  is  open  to  anyone 
with  an  interest  in  the 
preservation  of  our  natural 
heritage.  It  will  provide  credit  on 
a  graduate  or  undergraduate 
level.  The  course  will  meet  for 
one  week  of  lecture  (May  26-30) , 
break  for  the  wilderness  field  trip 
(June  3-13)  and  conclude  with  a 
week  of  lecture  (June  27-July  3). 

The  field  trip  will  be  carried  out 
under  the  direction  of  the 
Voyageur  Wilderness  Program, 
Atikokan,  Ontario  and  will 
include  complete  outfitting  for 
the  trip  (food,  tents,  canoe,  etc), 
lodging  and  meals  before  and 
after  the  trip  itself, 
transportation,  park  permit, 
guide  fees,  and  insurance. 

To  privide  interested 
individuals  with  information  on 
the  field  experience,  the 
University  has  arranged  to  have 
Mr.  Charles  Ericksen,  Program 
Director  for  the  Voyageur 
Wilderness  Program  Quetico 
Park,  to  be  on  campus  at  7  p.m. 
Thursday,  February  27,  1975,  to 
present  a  50  minute  slide 
program  on  the  infinite  variety  of 
wilderness — Canadian  style. 

Mr.  Ericksen  is  a  noted 
conservationist  and 
photographer  who  has  traveled 
extensively  in  Canada's 
wilderness,  recording  the  sights 
and  sounds  of  unspoiled  nature. 
His  photographs  range  from  the 
high  Arctic,  through  the  Rockies, 
across  the  Prairies,  and  into  the 
haunting  vastness  of  the 
Precambrian  Shield. 

The  program  will  be  presented 
in  Room  103  of  the  Gyte  Building. 

"Ecology  of  Natural  Areas" 
may  be  taken  for  credit  as  BIOL 
295A,  BIOL  495A,  or  BIOL  595A. 
Fees  are  $253  for  undergrad 
residents;  $316  for  non-residents.

What  should  a  student  do  if  he 
or  she  suddenly  becomes  injured 
or  ill  while  on  campus? 

Call  (if  unable,  have  someone 
else  call)  the  campus  police,  at 
extension  220.  To  call,  go  to  one  of 
the  Emergency  Report  Service 
Telephones,  which  are  clearly 
marked  and  are  located  outside 
each  campus  building.  For 
example,  the  emergency  phone 
for  the  Potter  building  is  located 
just  east  of  the  Potter  building. 

Why  call  the  campus  police? 
According  to  Sergeant  Tony 
Ruberti  of  the  campus  police,  all 


campus  police  officers  are 
trained  in  first  aid.  Each  campus 
police  car  carries  a  standard  first 
aid  kit  (it  does  not  contain  any 
drugs  which  are  administered 
under  a  physician's  supervision). 
Although  oxygen  tanks  are  not 
carried  in  campus  police  cars, 
oxygen  is  available  and  can  be 
administered  by  campus  police  in 
the  absence  of  Purdue  Calumet's 
registered  nurse,  Mrs.  June 
Brockel. 

She  is  in 

charge  of  the  Student  Health 
Service,  which  is  located  in  room 
160  in  the  Gyte  Annex.  Her 
extension  is  363.

These 
evaluations  will  be  held  in 
strictest  confidence  and  taken 
into  consideration  as  the 
Committee  continues  its 


deliberations. 

The  Committee  wants  very 
much  to  carry  out  both  its 
responsibilities  and  the  wishes  of 
the  faculty.  The  use  of  the 
Chancellor  candidate  evaluation 
forms  to  make  the  Committee 
aware  of  your  responses  and 
reactions  to  the  candidates  is 
encouraged. 

As  a  result  of  the  Committee's 
deliberation  and  the  candidates' 
visits,  a  final  list  of  candidates 
will  be  submitted  to  President 
Hansen  for  the  final  selection 
process.

There  is  no  guarantee  at  all  that  an  increase  would  be  $1  per 
credit  hour  as  it  was  last  year  —  it  could  be  considerably  more. 

It  is  almost  cliche  to  urge  anyone  to  write  their  congressman 
anymore,  but  at  this  point,  that’s  about  the  only  thing  the 
students  can  do.  PUCC  represents  approximately  6,000 
poteut\a\  votes  and  tYxat  would  interest  any  politician.  This  is  a 
list  of  slate  representatives  and  their  office  locations.  Take  a 
minute  and  drop  them  a  note  about  PUCC.  As  the  Acting 
Chancellor  says:  “It  can’t  hurt.”

"That's  Entertainment"  is  a 
well-made  documentary. 
Producer  Jack  Haley's  choices  of 
scenes  and  narrators  were  very 
wise  indeed.  "That's 
Entertainment"  is  well  worth 
seeing,  if,  as  I  said,  you  have  not 
yet  died  from  the  licks  of  Joe 
Walsh.

against.  I've  seen  my  friends 
degraded  and  belittled. 

Still,  our  position  is  regarded  as 
unimportant,  irrelevant  and 
completely  without  due 
consideration  just  because  the 
students  (men  and  women) 
initiated  the  action.  Rather  tha  n 
becoming  a  group  project,  the 
faculty  has  turned  it  into  a 
challenge  and  a  basis  for 
political  gymnastics  with  the 
rules  changing  at  every  turn. 

Our  primary  goal  is  getting  a 
woman  to  athletically  represent 
and  organize  us,  sufficient  money 
to  function  and  extend  our 
meager  program,  and  a 
curriculum  that  adequately 
prepares  us  professionally.

Basketball  head 
Dick  Hunt,  quits 


Purdue  Calumet  Coach  Dick 
Hunt  has  announced  he's  quitting 
as  head  basketball  boss,  effective 
after  the  Pipers  season  finale 
Feb.  22.  Although  Hunt  hasn't 
submitted  a  formal  resignation, 
he  told  the  Nexus  he  had 
explained  his  intentions  to 
Athletic  Director  Gordon 
Rosenau. 

Hunt  said  the  basketball 
program  "just  isn't  making  any 
progress."  He  said  his  decision 
was  based  primarily  on  the  lack 
of  a  playing  facility,  lack  of 
financial  aid  to  players  and  a 
present  eligibility  rules 
established  by  the  National 
Athletic  Intercollegiate 
Association  (NAIA). 

Although  the  Hammond 
National  Guard  Armory  serves 
as  the  home  for  Piper  practice 
sessions,  the  facility  is  hardly 
attractive  to  visiting  opponents  in 
terms  of  playing  college  games  at 
the  site,  according  to  athletic 
director  Rosenau.  Thus,  the 
Pipers  rent  Morton  High  School 
at  a  $100  per  game  cost. 

There's  also  no  financial 
assistance  (scholarships,  loans, 
books)  offered  to  basketball 
participants.  Hunt  said  there 
"has  to  be  more  to  it  for  students 
today  than  love  of  the  game." 

Hunt  also  noted  that  eligibility 
rules  have  hampered  the 
basketball  situation 
considerably.  Although  he  felt  the 
NAIA  program  was  best  for 
Purdue  Calumet,  Hunt  cited  one 
specific  case  which  had  a 
considerable  effect  on  this  year's 
season.

The 
player,  Bruce  Griggs,  was 
ineligible  according  to  NAIA 
rules  because  he  had  signed  a 
baseball  contract  with  the 
Kansas  City  Royals.  Under 
National  Collegiate  Athletic 
Association  (NCAA)  rules, 
Griggs  would  have  been  allowed 
to  play. 

Regardless,  Hunt  told  the 
Nexus  he  enjoyed  working  with 
his  players,  this  year  in 
particular  and  praised  them  for 


their  cooperation. 

Before  coming  to  Purdue 
Calumet,  Hunt  served  as  head 
basketball  coach  at  Munster  High 
School,  guiding  the  Mustangs  to  a 
sectional  championship.  He  then 
served  as  assistant  coach  at  this 
campus  during  part  of  the  1972-73 
basketball  season  before  taking 
over  as  head  coach  when  Richard 
Ordyne  resigned  after 
midseason. 

Hunt  said  he  wants  to  go  back 
to  the  high  school  ranks,  stating, 
"Yes,  I'd  like  to  go  back  into  it."

Because  of  the  problems 
dealing  with  the  basketball 
program  at  this  campus,  the 
Committee  set  up  an

program.

From  the 
players  participating  in  the 
intramural  basketball  program 
in  the  fall  will  be  picked  an  all- 
star  team  to  make  up  the  Piper 
squad. 

This  way  more  students  will  be 
eligible  to  play  for  Purdue 

Final  weeks 
for  ‘spoilers' 

The  Purdue  Calumet  Pipers 
have  virtually  been  eliminated 
from  the  Chicagoland  Collegiate 
Conference  race  but  can  still  play 
the  "spoiler's  role"  in  the  final 
two  weeks  when  they  meet  four 
teams  which  are  contending  for 
the  league  title. 

Illinois  Tech,  featuring  the 
sharpshooting  of  co-captain 
Willie  Williams,  visits  the  Pipers 
Wednesday  night.  Williams 
scored  24  points  to  lead  Tech  to  a 
91-70  win  over  Purdue  Cal  when 
the  two  teams  met  in  Chicago  last 
month.  This  midweek  contest  is 
the  final  Piper  home  game  of  the 
season. 

Purdue  Cal  then  travels  to  St. 
Xavier  Saturday  in  an  effort  to 
thwart  the  Cougar's  bid  for  a 
conference  crown.  St.  Xavier, 
who  earlier  beat  the  Pipers  93-79, 
are  in  a  three-way  deadlock  for 
first  place  as  of  Feb.  2. 

Defending  conference 
champion  Northeastern,  also  a 
division  leader,  hosts  PUCC 
Wednesday,  Feb.  19.  The  Eagles, 
behind  Tyrone  Rudas'  23  points, 
decisioned  the  Pipers  90-68  in  a 
recent  matchup  at  Morton  High 
School. 

Purdue  Cal  concludes  its 
season  Feb.  22  against  a  surging 
Trinity  Christian,  winners  of 
three  straight  league  games. 
Trinity  blasted  the  Pipers  100-67 
as  six  players  reached  double 
figures  and  then  upset 
Northeastern  84-60. 


against  other  schools.  Lack  of 
credit  hours  and  outside  athletic 
activities  will  not  prohibit  certain 
students  from  participating  on 
the  Purdue  team. 

Purdue  Calumet  will  no  longer 
play  in  the  Chicagoland 
Collegiate  Conference  league, 
which  they  are  presently 
members  of.  But  according  to 


Vice  Chancellor  DeGraff  there 
are  also  many  other  schools  in 
the  area  who  have  their 
basketball  programs  in  the  form 
of  clubs.  The  possibility  of  a 
league  being  set  up  of  colleges 
with  basketball  teams  such  as 
ours  it  not  out  of  the  question. 

Dr.  Forbes,  who  heads  the 
athletic  committee,  said  that 


something  had  to  be  done  with  the 
basketball  program  at  Purdue 
because  of  the  overwhelming 
costs,  especially  involving  the 
rental  of  the  Morton  High  School 
gym.  Using  the  extramural 
program  here  at  the  Armory  will 
alleviate  the  problem  as  well  as 
enabling  more  of  the  student 
body  the  opportunity  to  play 
basketball  of  PUCC. 


ChicagoCircle  turns  the  trick 
PUCC  loss  string  reaches  six 


The  Purdue  Calumet  Pipers 
remained  winless  in  the 
Chicagoland  Collegiate 
Conference,  dropping  four 
consecutive  league  games  in  the 
past  two  weeks.  The  Pipers  have 
now  lost  six  in  a  row  since 
defeating  Purdue  North  Central 
80-69.  PUCC  has  also  suffered  18 
straight  conference  setbacks, 
dating  back  to  Jan.  19,  1974. 

The  Pipers  began  a  three  game 
home  stand  Jan.  22,  losing  to  St. 
Xavier  93-79.  The  visiting 
Cougars  jumped  to  a  20-8  lead 
behind  Russ  Radz'  five  field  goals 
before  PUCC  rallied  to  within 
four,  39-35  at  halftime. 

Xavier  outscored  the  Pipers  9-2 
for  an  11  point  advantage  less 
than  three  minutes  into  the  final 
half.  Radz  and  John  Keane  then 
each  chipped-in  three  point  plays 
to  help  the  Cougars  to  a  60-45  lead 
with  13:53  to  go.  Purdue  Cal 
pulled  within  nine,  64-55,  but 
could  come  no  closer  as  Xavier 
moved  back  to  a  15  point  bulge, 
75-60. 

Three  days  later  Northeastern 
braved  a  winter  storm,  arriving 
more  than  half  an  hour  late  to 
whip  the  Pipers  90-68.  The  two 
teams  battled  to  a  16-16  tie  in  the 
first  eight  minutes  of  the  opening 
half  before  the  Eagles  moved  to  a 
four  point  lead  with  9:42 
remaining. 

After  PUCC's  John  Henry  hit  a 
field  goal.  Northeastern 
outscored  the  Pipers  14-1  for  a  15 
point  bulge  and  led  43-24  at 
halftime.  The  visitors  then 
increased  their  lead  to  23,  56-33 
with  14:31  left  in  the  game. 

Purdue  Cal  sliced  the  deficit  to 
14,  67-53,  bu,t  could  get  no  closer.  . 


Trinity  Christian  also  turned 
out  to  be  an  unwelcomed  guest, 
trouncing  PUCC  100-67 
Wednesday,  Jan.  29.  The  visitors 
placed  six  players  in  double 
figures  in  winning  their  second 
straight  conference  game. 

In  Purdue  Cal's  most  recent 
contest,  Gary  Wilson  and  Chuck 
Lambert  collected  21  points 
apiece  to  lead  Illinois  Chicago 
Circle  to  a  66-44  victory  over  the 
Pipers. 

PUCC  shot  44%  from  the  floor 


compared  to  Circle's  39%,  but  the 
Pipers  were  easily  outrebounded 
38-16.  The  Chikas  now  stand  7-10 
overall  while  Purdue  Cal  is  3-15 
for  the  season.
